New Year’s day is the oldest holiday 
that we know anything about. It has 
been celebrated by the Jews, tho Egyp­ 
tians, the Chinese and the ancient Ro­ 
mans in different ways, of course, but 
it has alway* been more or !'*<*« a festal 
occasion. 
The day, commemorating 
what was supposed to be the first day of 
the year, has varied as to date, Christ­ 
mas day, the Annunciation (March 25), 
Easter day and March I having bein 
observed at different times, It was uot 
until after the middle of the fourteenth 
century that Jan. I was universally ac­ 
cepted as the opening of the year. The 
celebration of New Year’s has been ob­ 
served by all religions from time im­ 
memorial, long antedating history. As 
a holiday it is thought to bo at least 
8,000 to 10,000 years old. 
W hat fhst 
gave rise to it is beyond knowledge, but 
it is conjectured that it had its origin 
in superstition connected with the sense 
of newness, which has appealed to the 
mind in all ages as emblematic of hope, 
expectancy and desirableness. 
The custom, so common in this coun­ 
try, of making good resolutions on New 
Year’s day, only to break them later, is 
by no means peculiar to Americans. It 
is characteristic of the average weakness 
of mankind. All of us prefer to do what 
we want to rather than what we ought, 
aud we compromise with our consciences 
by declaring that we will reform at the 
beginning of the year, though we usually 
have no reason to believe that we 'hall, 
as if the mere declaration were a kind 
of virtue. Many men resolve to do bet­ 
ter, to be better, regularly at the recur­ 
rence of every Jan. I, nor do they ap­ 
pear to be in the least discouraged that 
they have returned after a few weeks 
to their old ways, to their objectionable 
habits. They still keep up the assump­ 
tion of reforming, imagining that a 
promise to themselves is more likely to 
be kept if made on New Year’s, 
notwithstanding their continuous dis- 
proval of the likelihood. 
This is sheer 
superstition, as are the ill luck of Friday 
and the propitiousuess of Sunday. Jan. 
I is doubtless associated with a deal of 
superstition, even in the last quarter of 
the nineteenth century, which, is far 
worse in its effect than any amount of 
pleasure seeking. 
Fifty years ago it was the general 
custom in the United States, particular­ 
ly in the west and south, to give pres­ 
ents (the old name for them is handsels) 
at New Y’ear’s to kindred, friends aud 
even ordinary acquaintances. 
The cus­ 
tom had corno down from ancient times 
aud is still presen-ed in many parts of 
the old world, but in the new it has 
grown obsolete, because present making 
here is carried to excess and has become 
a serious tax. Its discontinuance is to 
be commended. 
All pre-int making 
should be voluntary, not in any manner 
binding, as it is apt to be if regulated 
by fixed dates. Christmas is an excep­ 
tion, but to give presents again the 
week following is excessive, wearisome, 
often inconvenient It wholly spoils the 
spirit of what should be a pleasant sur­ 
prise, a delicate attention, an unexpect­ 
ed courtesy. 
In no quarter of the globe is so much 
made of New Year's as in China. There 
its observation occupies several days, 
•onn times a whole week. It is the most 
popular and noisy of festivals, surpass­ 
ing that of the Dragon Boats, the Feast 
of Lanterns, the Fishermen or any oth­ 
er public parade and national rejoicing. 
The people are very fond of shows and 
processions, aud on that special occa­ 
sion they carry thousands of lanterns, 
burn fireworks, explode crackers, play 
all sorts of pranks aud games in the 
narrow streets, beat gongs, shout and 
sing in their high, shrill voices until 
they make of every sizable town a per­ 
fect pandemonium. They are ordinarily 
so reserved and quiet, like orientals 
generally, that New Year's impresses 
lure gners as if the entire population 
had suddenly and irredeemably gone 
mail. 
New Year’s calls hymen on their wo­ 
man friends continue to be made in 
most of our cities, though they almost 
entirely and suddenly ceased in the 
metropolis some 12 years ago. They 
will uot probably be revived in this 
generation at least. 
They originated 
th ( re, so far as til is country is concern­ 
ed, at the time of the Dutch settlement 
of the town, and yet New York was the 
first city to relinquish them. Old Knick­ 
erbockers were not, as many suppose, 
the first to introduce the social custom, 
importing it from Holland. It has been 
in exist* nee for hundreds and hundreds 
of years aud in lands that we consider 
uncivilized. 
The smart set of New York, who first 
frowned down New Year’s visits, refus­ 
ing to receive on that day, now empha- 
siz 
their opposition by closing their 
town houses and going to their country 
seats for a week or two. 
This has be­ 
come the fashion. 
Although most of us feel when we 
ure wished “ a happy New Year” that 
it sounds a bit satirical we know that 
it is polite, even if it means nothing. 
And then as we wish those who wish it 
to us exactly the same thing we are con­ 
scious of having discharged a courtesy. 
Even if we knew we were to be miser­ 
able we should relish kind wishes, so 
fond are we of deceiving ourselvea Self 
deceit is what the mass of tis live on. 
Wouldn’t it be better for us instead 
of wishing our friends “ a happy New 
Year” to wish them “ a happier Mew 
Year than the old one has been?” That 
we might easily have, and as happiness 
in any strict sense does not come to the 
human family it would seem sincere, 
less like an empty phrase aud would 
convey a touch of sympathy.

A W ATCH IS A W ONDER, i 


Some T hin gs A bout It T h at A re N ot 
orally K now n. 
Open your watch and look at the lit­ 
tle wheels, springs aud screws, each an 
indispensable part of the whole won­ 
derful machine. 
Notice the busy little 
balunce wheel as it flies to and fro un­ 
ceasingly, day aud night, year in and 
year out. This wonderful little machine 
is the result of hundreds of years of 
study and experiment. 
The watch carried by the average 
man is composed of 98 pieces, and its 
manufacture embraces more than 2,000 
distinct aud separate operations, Bom* 
of the smallest screws are so minnte 
that the nnaided eyes cannot distinguish 
them from steel filings or specks of dirt 
Under a powerful magnifying glass a 
perfect * serew is revealed. The slit in 
the bead is 2-100 of an inch wide. It 
takes 808,000 of these screws to weigh 
a pound and a pound is worth $1,580. 
The hairspring is a strip of the finest 
steel, about 9)4 inches long, 1-100 inch 
wide, 27-10,000 inch thick. It la coiled 
up in spiral form and finely tempered. 
The process of tempering these springs 
was long held as a secret by the few fori 
tunate ones possessing it, and even now 
is not generally known. 
Their manu­ 
facture requires great skill and care. 
The strip is gauged to 20-100 of an inch, 
but no measuring instrument has as yet 
been devised capable of fine enough 
gauging to determine beforehand by the 
size of the strip what the strength of 
the finished spring will be. A 20-1,000 
p*ar; of an inch difference in the thick­ 
ness of the strip makes a difference in 
the running of a watch of about Six 
minutes per hour. 
The value of these springs when fin­ 
ished and placed in watches is enormous 
in proportion to the material from 
which they are made. 
A comparison 
will give a good idea. 
A ton of steel 
made up into hairsprings when in 
watches is worth more than 12)1 times 
the value of the same weight In pure 
gold. Hairspring wire weighs 1-20 of 
grain to the inch. One mile of w 
weighs less than half a pound. 
The balance gives five vibrations ev 
second, 300 every minute, 18,000 ev 
hour, 482,000 every day and 167,08 
OOO every year. Ac each vibration 
rotates about lYi times, which mal: 
197,100,000 revolutions 
every year. 
Take, for illustration, a locomotive wish 
6 foot driving wheels. Let its wheels 
be run until they have given the same 
number of revolutions that a watch 
docs in oua year, and they will have 
covered a distance equal to 28 complete 
circuits of the earth. 
All this a watch does without other 
attention than winding once every 24 
hours.—Jewelers’ Review.

“ D ou’t leave me, captain! Oh, don't 
leave m eP ’were the words that came to 
me w ith an agonized shriek from a bleed­ 
ing and dying Confederate soldier on 
the evening of the great battle of M al­ 
vern H ill, July I, 1862.

youth of 17 years, lay in a hoap, gasp­ 
in g for the breath w hich w as fast leav­ 
ing him , along w ith the rays of sun­ 
light, on that sad and memorable day. 
I, for whom that piteous cry w as meant, 
w as a staff officer of the brigade to 
w hich the L ouisiana regim ent, the sol- J 
dier boy’s regim ent, w as attached. 
W ell mounted, I w as galloping back \ 
across that bloody field to report the 
duty I had performed when suddenly I 
arrested in my course by the voice of ; 
despair and w oe, 
com ing 
from 
my 
stricken comrade. 
The day w as fast 
passing away into darkness, a darkness 
that seemed to enshroud this valley of 
death. The terrific cannonading on both 
sides that had lasted for hours from the J 
surrounding h ills (M alvern h ill being 
the central point of attack by the C on­ 
federates) w as 
supplem ented 
by the 
booming of artillery and bursting of 
shells from th e gunboats on the adja­ 
cent Jam es river. 
Nature seem ed to revolt at this scene 
of blood and carnage. 
Thunder and 
ligh tn in g and an avalanche of rain came 
in quick succession w ith 
such great 
force as to cause the stoutest heart to 
quake. 
T his great battle was the sev­ 
enth day’s fight to capture the city of 
Richm ond. It w as not an ordinary bat­ 
tle, but a dem ons’ fight and the final 
encounter between those tw o giants of 
war Robert E. Lee and George B. Mc­ 
Clellan. 
It gave the laurels of victory 
to the southern chieftain, bedewed w ith 
the tears of broken hearts. 
W ithout stopping to consider w hat I 
alone could do for the dying youth 
am id tile chaos and increasing darkness 
of the night that prevailed, I turned 
back aud dism ounted to keep a lonely 
v ig il w ith the dead. 
My horse, w hich, 
strange to say, had seemed frenzied w ith 
fear, became quiet aud 
tractable as 
though he knew there w as safety w ith 
his master. 
I called the boy, w ho bad 
swooned aw ay from loss of bl mid, and 
was glad to know* he w as not dead. 
G iving him th e bridle of my horse to 
hold, I tore th e sash from around my 
w aist to bandage his torn and bleeding 
lim b. 
The boy was praying and called down 
G od’s blessing on me. 
Hts petition to 
heaven seemed to be heard. 
The storm 
of w ind and rain, although still high, 
w as abating. 
N aught but the m ournful 
w ail of the w ind through the surround­ 
ing forest could now be heard. 
The 
great arm ies that had so lately confront­ 
ed each otlur in battle array had seem ­ 
ingly vanished from the scene. 
I wag 
alone on a battlefield w ith tho dead. 
W et and dripping, w ith the. ch ill of 
n igh t upon me, I w aited for m orning, 
and he, too, the brave soldier boy, was 
w aiting for m orning. 
Oh, God, w ill it 
ever come? 
He clasped my hand w ith hope and 
confidence aud seem ed to be happy and 
w ithout pain. I believed he had gone to 
sleep. 
M orning cam e, and ho w as still 
asleep— asleep to w ake no m ore.— D aw ­ 
son A. Blanchard in W ashington Post.

A Touch of Sympathy.

New Ye ar’s day is the oldest holiday 
that we know anything about. 
It has 
been cc I* bra ted by the Jews, tho Egyp­ 
tians, the Chinese nnd the ancient Ro­ 
mans in different ways, of course, but 
it has alway* been more or !'. *■« « fw d 
occasion. 
Tho 
day, commemorating 
what was supposed to be the first day of 
the year, has varied as to date, Christ­ 
mas day, the Annunciation (March 25q 
Easter day and March I having be* n 
observed at different times. 
It was not 
until after the middle of the fourteenth 
ce ntury that Jan. I was universally ac­ 
cepted as the opening of the year. 
The 
celebration of New Year’s has been ob­ 
served by all religions from time im­ 
memorial, long antedating history. 
As 
a holiday it is thought to bo at least 
8,000 to IO,UDO years old. 
What fi*st 
gave rise to it is beyond knowledge, but 
it is conjectured that it had its origin 
in superstition connected with the sense I 
of newness, which bas appealed to the 
mind in all ages as emblematic of hope, 
expectancy and desirableness. 
The custom, so common in this conn- 
try, of making good resolutions on New j 
Year’s day, only to break them later, is 
by no means pecnliar to Americans. 
I t i 
is characteristic of the average weakness ! 
of mankind. All of us prefer to do what 
we wont to rather than what we ought, 
aud we compromise with our consciences 
by declaring that we will reform at the 
beginning of th* year, though we usually I 
have no reason to believe that we shall, 
as if the mere declaration wore a kind 
of \ irtuo. 
Many men resolve to do bet­ 
ter, to he better, regularly at the recur­ 
rence *4 every Jan. I, nor do they ap­ 
pear to be in the least discouraged that 
they have returned after a few weeks 
to their old ways, to their objectionable 
habits. 
They still keep up the assumpt , 
tim of reforming, imagining that a 
promise to themselves is more likely to 
be kept if 
made on New Year’s, 
notwithstanding their continuous dis- 
proval of the likelihood. 
This is sheer 
superstition, as are the ill luck of Friday 
and the propitiousness of Sunday. Jan. 
I is doubtless associated with a deal of 
superstition, even in the last quarter of 
the nineteenth century, which, is far 
worse in its effect than any amount of 
pleasure seeking. 
Fifty years ago it was the general 
custom in the United States, particular­ 
ly in the west and south, to give pres­ 
ents (the old name for them is handsels) 
at New Year’s to kindred, friends aud 
even ordinary acquaintance* . 
The cus­ 
tom had come down from ancient times 
and is still preserved in many parts of 
tho old world, but in the new it has 
grown obsolete, because present making 
bere is carried to ext** ss and has become 
a serious tax. 
Its discontinuance is to 
be commended. 
All present making 
should be voluntary, not in any manner 
binding, as it is apt to be if regulated 
by fixed dates. 
Christmas is an excep­ 
tion. but to give presents again the 
week following is excessive, wearisome, 
often inconvenient It wholly spoils the ) 
spirit of what should be a pleasant sur- J 
pris*-, a delicate attention, an unexpect­ 
ed courtesy. 
In no quarter of the glob** is so much 
made of New Year's as in China. There 
its observation occupies several days, 
sometimes a whole week. It is the most 
popular and noisy of festivals, surpass­ 
ing that of the Dragon Boats, the Feast 
of Lanterns, the Fishermen or any oth­ 
er public parade and national rejoicing, j 
The people are very fond of shows and 
processions, and on that special occa­ 
sion they carry thousands of lanterns, 
bum fireworks, explode crackers, play 
all sorts of pranks and games in the 
narrow streets, beat gong*, shout and 
sing in their high, shrill voices until 
they make of every sizable town a per­ 
fect pandemonium. They ar*- ordinarily 
so reserved aud quiet, like orientals 
generally, that New Year’s impresses 
foreigners as if the entire population 
hail suddenly aud irredeemably gone 
ma*!. 
New Year’s calls by men cai their wo­ 
man friends continue to be made in 
most of our cities, though they almost 
entirely aud suddenly ceased in the ' 
metropolis some 13 years ago. Th y 
will not probably be revived in this 
generation at least. 
They originated 
th* r e , so far as this country is concern­ 
ed, ut the time of the Dutch settlement 
of the town, and yet New York was the 
first city to relinquish them. Old Knick­ 
erbockers were not. as many suppose, 
the first to introduce* the social custom, 
importing it from Holland. It has hmm 
in exist* nee for hundreds and hundreds 
of years aud in lands that we consider 
uncivilized. 
The smart set of New Yrak, who first 
frowned down New Year’s visits, refus­ 
ing to rt e* ive on that day, now empha 
sire their opposition by closing their 
town houses and going to their country 
st ats for a week or two, 
This has be­ 
come the fashion. 
Although most of us feel when we 
an wished “ a happy New Year” that 
it sounds a bit satirical we know that 
it is polite, even if it means nothing. 
Aud tin y is we wish those who wish it 
to us exactly the Fume thing Weare con­ 
scious of having discharged a courtesy. 
Even if we kn* w we were to be miser­ 
able we should roll*Ii kind wishes, so 
fond are we of deceiving ourselves. Self 
deceit is what the muss of tm live ran 
Wouldn’t it be better for us instead 
of wishing our friends “ a happy New 
Year” to wish them “ a happier New 
Year than the old one has been?” That 
we might easily have, and as happiness 
in any strict sense doe.- not conn* to the 
human family it would saran sincere, 
Iran like an empty phrase and would 
convey a touch of sympathy.

A WATCH IS A WONDER. * 


Some Things About It That Are Not Gen­ 
erally Known. 
Open your watch and look at tho lit­ 
tle wheels, springs aud screws, each an 
indispensable part of the whole won­ 
derful machine. 
Notice tile busy little 
balance wheel as it flies to and fro un­ 
ceasingly , day and night, year in and 
year oat. This wonderful little machine 
is the result of hundreds of years of 
study and experiment. 
The watch carried by the average 
man is compered of ©8 pieces, and Its 
manufacture embraces more than 9,000 
distinct and separate operations. Some 
of the smallest screws are so minute 
that the unaided eyes cannot distinguish 
them from steel filings or specks of dirt 
Under a powerful magnifying glass a 
perfect *screw is revealed. 
The slit in 
the bead is 2-100 of an inch wide. It 
takes 808, OOO of these screws to weigh 
a pound and a pound is worth f 1,585. 
The hairspring is a strip of the finest 
steel, about 9)* inches long, 1-100 inch 
wide, 27-10,000 inch thick. It is coiled 
up in spiral form and finely tempered. 
The process of tempering these springs 
was long held as a secret by the few for* 
tuuate ones possessing it, aud even now 
is not generally known. 
Their maun* 
facture requires great skill and care. 
The strip is gauged to 20-100 of an inch, 
but no measuring instrument has as yet 
be* u devised capable of fine enough 
gauging to determine beforehand by the 
size of the strip what the strength od 
the finished spring will be. A 20-1,000 
part of an inch difference in the thick­ 
ness of the strip makes a difference in 
the running of a watch of about tis 
minutes per hour. 
The value of these springs when fin- 
iriied aud placed in watches is enormous 
in proportion to the material from 
which they are made. 
A comparison 
will give a good idea. 
A ton of steel 
made up into hairsprings when in 
watches is worth more than 12){ times 
the value of the same weight in pure 
gold. Hairspring wire weighs 1-20 of 
grain to the inch. 
One mile oi w 
weighs less than half a pound, 
The balance gives five vibrations ev 
second, 800 every minute, 18,000 ev 
hour, 482,000 every day and 157,08 
OOO every year. 
At each vibration 
rotates about 
times, which ma!; 
IO?, 100,000 revolutions 
every year. 
Take, for illustration, a locomotive with 
6 foot driving wheels. 
Let its wheel* 
be run until they have given the same 
number of revolutions that a watch 
does in one year, and they will have 
covered a distance equal to 28 complete 
circuits of the earth. 
All this a watch does without other 
attention than winding duos every 24 
hours.—Jew. h rs’ Review.

“ D on’t leave me, captain! Oh, don’t 
leave m e F’vrere the words that came to 
me w ith an agonized shriek from a bleed­ 
ing and dying Confederate soldier on 
the evening of the great battle of M al­ 
vern H ill, July I, 1862. 
He, a mere 
youth of 17 years, lay in a heap, gasp­ 
ing for the breath w hich was fast leav­ 
ing him , along w ith the rays of sun­ 
light, on th at fwd and m emorable day. 
I, for whom th a t piteous cry was meant, 
was a staff officer of tho brigade to 
w hich the Louisiana regim ent, the sol­ 
dier boy’s regim ent, w as attached. 
W ell mounted, I was galloping back 
across that bloody field to report the

New Year * day i* the oldest holiday 
that we I now anything about. 
It ha* 
been celt bruted by the Jews, the Egyp­ 
tian#, the < hinese aud the ancient Ro­ 
man# in different way*, of course, but 
It ha# alway* been moire or Ie*!* « festal 
orca*iou. 
Tho day, commemorating 
what was supposed to be the first day of 
the year, has varied a# to date, Christ 
mas day, the Annunciation (March 25), 
Easter day and March I having be* n 
observed at different times. It was uot 
until after the middle of the fourteenth 
century that Jan. I was universally ac­ 
cepted as the opening of tho year. The 
cele! ration of New Year’s has been ob­ 
served by nil religions from time im­ 
memorial, long antedating history. As 
a holiday it is thought to be at least 
8,000 to 10,u00 years old. 
What til st 
gave rise to it is beyond knowledge, but 
it is conjectured that it had its origin 
in superstition connected with the sense 
of newness which bas appealed to the 
mind in all ages as emblematic of hope, 
expectancy and desirableness. 
The custom, so common in this coun­ 
try, of making good resolutions on New 
Year’s day, only to break them later, is 
by no means peculiar to Americans. 
It 
is characteristic of the average weakness 
of mankind. All of us prefer to do what 
we want to rather than what we ought, ’ 
aud we compromise with our consciences 
by d<daring that we will reform at tbe 
beginning of the year, though we usually ! 
have no re uson to believe that we -hall, 
as if the mere declaration were a kind 
of virtue. Many men resolve to do la t­ 
ter, to bo better, regularly at the recur­ 
rence of every Jan. I, nor do th* y ap­ 
pear to be iii tbe least discouraged that 
they have returned after a few weeks 
to their old ways, to their objectionable 
habits. They still keep up tho assump­ 
tion of reforming, imagining that a 
promise to themselves is more likely to 
be kept if made on New Year’s, 
notwithstanding their continuous dis- 
proval of the likelihood. 
This is sheer 
superstition, as are the ill luck of Friday 
and tbe propitiousness of Sunday. Jan. 
I is doubtless associated with a deal of 
superstition, even in the last quarter of 
the nineteenth century, which is far 
worse iii its effect than any amount of 
pleasure seeking. 
Fifty years ago it was the general 
custom in the United States, particular­ 
ly in the west and south, to give pres­ 
ent* ( the old name for them is handsels) 
at New Year’s to kindred, friends aud 
even ordinary acquaintances, The cus­ 
tom had corno down from ancient times 
and is still preserved in many parte of 
the old world, but in the new it has 
grown obsolete, because present making 
here is carried to excess aud has become 
a serious tax. 
Its discontinuance is to 
be commended. 
All present making 
should be voluntary, not in any manner 
binding, as it is apt to be if regulated 
by fixed dates. Christmas is an excep­ 
tion, but to give presents again th© 
week following is excessive, wearisome, 
often inconvenient. It wholly spoils the 
spirit of what should be a pleasant sur- 
pri**% a delicate attention, an unexpect­ 
ed courtesy. 
In no quarter of the globe is so much 
made of New Year's as in China. There 
its observation occupies several days, 
sometimes a whole week, It is the most 
popular aud noisy of festivals, surpass­ 
ing that of the Dragon Boats, the Feast 
of Lanterns, the Fishermen or any oth­ 
er public parade aud national rejoicing. 
The p.-op].* nr- very fond of shews and 
processions, and on that special occa­ 
sion they carry thousands of lanterns, 
burn fireworks, explode crackers, play 
all sorts of pranks and games in the 
narrow streets, beat gongs, shout and 
sing in their high, shrill voices until 
they make of every sizable town a per­ 
fect pandemonium. They are ordinarily 
so reserved and qniet, like orientals 
generally, that New Year's impresses 
foreigners as if the entire population 
had soddenly aud irredeemably gone 
mad. 
New Year's calls hymen on their wo­ 
man friends continue to be made in 
most of our cities, though they almost 
entirely and suddenly ceased in the 
metropolis some 12 years ago. They 
will not probably be revived in this 
generation at least. 
They originated 
there, so tar as this country is concern­ 
ed, at the time of the Dutch settlement 
of the town, and yet New York was the 
first city to relinquish them. Old Knick­ 
erbockers were not, as many suppose, 
the first to introduce the social custom, 
importing it from Holland. It has been 
in exist* nee for hundreds and hundreds 
of years aud in lands that we consider 
uncivilized. 
The smart set of New York, who first 
frowned down New Year’s visits, refus­ 
ing to receive on that day, now empha­ 
size their opposition by closing their 
town houses aud going to their country 
seats for a week or two. 
This has be­ 
come the fashion. 
Although most of us feel when we 
are wished “ a happy New Year” that 
it sounds a bit satirical we know that 
it is polite, even if it means nothing. 
Aud theu as we wish tho.*?? who wish it 
to us exactly the same thing we are con­ 
scious of having discharged a courtesy. 
Even if we knew we were to be miser­ 
able we should relish kind wishes, so 
fond are we of deceiving ourselves. Self 
deceit is what the mass of us live on. 
Wouldn’t it be better for us instead 
of wishing our friends “ a happy New 
Year” to wish them “ a happier New 
Year than the old one has been?” That 
we might easily have, and as happiness 
in any strict sense does not come to the 
human family it would seem sincere, 
less like an empty phrase aud would 
convey a touch of sympathy.

A WATCH IS A WONDER. 


Some Things About It That Are No* Gen­ 
erally Known. 
Open your watch and look at Ute lit­ 
tle wheels, springs aud screws, each an 
indispensable part of tho whole won­ 
derful machine. 
Notice the busy little 
balance wheel as it flies to aud fro un­ 
ceasingly, day aud night, year in and 
year out. This wonderful little machine 
is the result of hundreds of year* of 
study aud experiment. 
The watch carried by tbe average 
man is composed of 98 pieces, and it* 
manufacture embraces more than 2,000 
distinct and separate operations. Borne 
of the smallest screws are so minute 
that the unaided eyes cannot distinguish 
them from steel filings or specks of dirt 
Under a powerful magnifying glass a 
perfect* screw is revealed. The alit in 
the head is 2-100 of un inch wide. It 
takes 808,000 of these screws to weigh 
a pound and a pound is worth $1,885. 
The hairspring is a strip of tho finest 
steel, about 9 
inches long, 1-100 inch 
wide, 27-10,000 inch thick. It la coiled 
up in spiral form and finely tempered. 
The process of tempering these springs 
was long held as a secret by the few for­ 
tunate ones possessing it, aud even now 
is not generally known. Their manu­ 
facture requires great skill and care. 
The strip is gauged to 20*100 of an I auh, 
but no measuring instrument has as yet 
been devised capable of fine enough 
gauging to determine beforehand by the 
size of the strip what the strength ct 
the finished spring will be. A 20-1,000 
part vt an inch difference in the thick­ 
ness of the strip makes a difference in 
the running of a watch of about six 
minutes per hour. 
The value of these springs wheal fin­ 
ished and placed in watches is enormous 
in proportion to the material from 
which they are made. 
A comparison 
will give a good idea. 
A ton of steel 
made up into hairsprings when in 
watches is worth more than 12>£ times 
the value of the same weight In pur© 
gold. Hairspring wire weighs 1-20 of 
grain to the inch. 
One mile of w 
weighs less than half a pound. 
The balance gives five vibrations vt 
second, TOO ©very minute, 18,000 av 
hour, 482,000 every day and 157,08 
OOO every year. At each vibration 
rotates about I 1* times, which malt 
197,100,000 revolutions 
every /©ar. 
Take, for illustration, a locomotive with 
6 foot driving wheels. Let its wheels 
be ran until they have given the same 
number of revolutiuns that a watch 
does in Ona year, and they will have 
covered a distance equal to 28 complete 
circuits of the earth. 
All this a watch does without other 
attention than winding once every 24 
hours.—Jewelers’ Review.

How rh KnglUti Cautio Wan Attacked In 
tho F ifte e n th C en tu ry. 
Sir John Fastolf bad by his xviii de­ 
vised his castle, call ’d Candor, to John 
Panton. 
As a fortification, it w as an 
excellent defense against foreign invad­ 
ers, and as a residence it w as w orthy of 
royalty itself. 
In fact, the Duke of 
G loster, afterw ard Richard III, at one 
tir ^ contem plated m aking it his abode. 
W hilo Past* n w as trying to establish 
his title in the courts the Duke of N<ir* 
folk purchased a pretended claim to it, 
and sought to gain possession by force. 
Tho Fastens did not propose to yield, 
though tho duke was then probably the 
m ost pow erful noble in England, and 
John Paston was his liveried servant. 
F our professional soldiers were rent up 
from Loudon to aid in the defense. 
They are described as “ provyd men, 
conning in w eir and can wel achete 
both gonnes and crossbowes and devysc 
bolwerkys and keep waoche and wnrde. 
They be sadde and wel adry sod. saving 
on of them, whyche is ballyd (bald) but 
y it he is no braw ler. Ye shall fyud th* rn 
gentylm anly com fortable fellowed, and 
th a t they dare abyde by thor tak ly n g .” 
Young John Panton, aided by thew 
four and by a handful of personal friend.- 
and followers, held the castle for several 
weeks against a siege conducted by the 
duke’s arm y of 3,000 men. 
By the 
term s of the final surrender the besieged 
were allowed their lives aud goods, 
horses aud harness, and a respite for 15 
days, in w hich to go w here they pleased. 
They reported th a t they were forced to 
surrender b y ‘‘lak of vitayl, gonepow- 
dyr, menys herts aud surete of rescue.” 
Edw ard IV had refrained from interfer­ 
ing in this extraordinary contest, be­ 
cause the troubles w ith Warw ick were 
gathering thickly about him , aud the 
M owbrays were too necessary to be safe­ 
ly offended.— Sewanee Review.

Oh, don’t 
leave me ("were the word* that came to 
me with an agonized shriek from a bleed­ 
ing and dying Confederate soldier on 
the evening of the great battle of Mal­ 
vern Hill, July I, 1868. 
He, a mere 
youth of 17 years, lay in a heap, gasp­ 
ing for the breath which was fast leav­ 
ing him, nlong with the rays of sun­ 
light, on that sad and memorable day. 
I, for whom that piteous cry was meant, 
was a Ftaff officer of the brigade to 
which the Louisiana regiment, the sol­ 
dier boy’s regiment, was attached. 
Well mounted, I was galloping back 
aero** that bloody field to report the 
duty I had performed when suddenly 
arrested in my course by the voice of 
despair and woe, coining from my 
stricken comrado. 
The day was fast 
passing away into darkness, a darkness 
that seemed to enshroud this valley of 
death. The terrific cannonading on both 
sides that had lasted for hours from the 
surrounding hills (Malvern hill being 
the central point of attack by the Con­ 
federates) was supplemented 
by the 
booming of artillery and bursting of 
shells from the gunboats on the adja­ 
cent James river. 
Naturo seemed to revolt at this scene 
of blood and carnage. 
Thunder and 
lightning aud an avalanche of rain came 
in quick succession w ith such great 
force as to cause the stoutest heart tc 
quake. 
This great battle was tho sev­ 
enth day’s fight to capture the city of 
Richmond. It was not an ordinary bat­ 
tle, but a demons’ fight and the dual 
encounter between those two giants of 
war Robert E. Lee and George B. Mc­ 
Clellan. 
It gave the laurels of victory 
to the southern chieftain, bedewed with 
the tears of broken heart*. 
W ithout stopping to consider what I 
alone could do for the dying youth 
amid the chaos and increasing darkness 
of the night that prevailed, I turned 
back aud disnionuted to keep a lonely 
vigil with the dead. 
My horse, which, 
strange to say, had seemed frenzied with 
fear, became quiet and 
tractable as 
though be knew’ there was safety with 
his master. 
I called the boy, who had 
swooned away from loss of blood, and 
was glad to know he was not dead. 
Giving him the bridle of my horse to 
hold, I tore the sash from around my 
waist to bandage his torn aud bleeding 
limb. 
The boy was praying and called down 
God’s blessing on nae. 
His petition to 
heaven seemed to be heard. 
Tho storm 
of wind aud rain, although still high, 
was abating. Naught but the mournful 
wail of the wind through tho surround­ 
ing forest could now be heard. 
The 
great armies that had so lately confront­ 
ed each ct Ii i r in battle array had seem­ 
ingly vanished from the scene. 
I was 
alone on a battlefield w ith tho dead. 
W et and drippiug, w ith the chill of 
night upon me, I waited for morning, 
and he, too, the brave soldier boy, was 
waiting for morning. 
Oh, God, will it 
ever come? 
He clasped my hand w ith hope and 
confidence and seemed to be happy and 
without pain. I believed he had gonetc 
sleep. 
Morning cornu, and ho was still 
asleep—asleep to wake no more.—Daw­ 
son A. Blam hard in W ashington Post.
